SHOULD Australia’s national Soccer 
coach be employed on a full-time or a 
part-time basis ? 

This is a question the Australian Soc- 
cer Federation will have to answer be- 
fore the end of the year. 

Full-time coach Les Scheinflug’s con- 
tract comes up for renewal or otherwise 
in December. There is a strong body of 
opinion in the ASF that, in view of 
financial problems, Scheinflug should 
be offered part-time terms and be en- 
couraged to seek a second job coach- 
ing a club side. 

Until this proposition is actually put to 
Scheinflug, he is reluctant to comment. 
But we do know he regards the next two 
years as the most important faced by 
Australia at international level for many 
years. 

Presumably, for this reason alone, 
Scheinflug would not want to see his 
hours on Socceroo duty cut back drasti- 
cally. 

Yet it Is difficult to justify the employ- 
ment of a full-time coach — at club or 
international level — when money is 
desperately short. When a sport oper- 
ates with part-time players, does it need 
full-time coaches ? 

One of the criticisms directed at Tom- 
my Docherty after he parted company 
with Sydney Olympic was that he did 
not spend enough time coaching the

The Doc had a problem, though. With 
time on his hands during the day, he 
would probably have been happy to 
coach his players. 

But they were all at work until around 
5 p.m. So Olympic’s criticism that 
Docherty did not spend enough of his 
time coaching appears a little 
unreasonable. 

Several other National League clubs 
employ, or did employ, full-time 
coaches. 

Frank Arok and Rale Rasic have 
spent most of their coaching careers In 
full-time positions. Each filled the day- 
time hours in a variety of ways, for 
instance attending to the host of jobs in 
a licensed club or visiting schools to 
lecture to boys. 

It Is interesting to note, however, that 
Eddie Thomson, probably Australia’s 
most successful club coach, has always 
had an outside job. That did not inter- 
fere with his coaching duties. . judging 
by Sydney City’s three NSL titles In 
succession ! 

When we look at the duties of a 
national coach, the necessity for a full- 
time man must be questioned.

This year, of course, Les Scheinflug 
has been busy with the Youth squad 
and might have have had great difficul- 
ty fitting In Youth team coaching with an 
outside job. That is, unless he had an 
understanding employer, prepared to 
give him a lot of time off work. 

In other words, we may say it is 
desirable for the national coach to be 
free of outside commitments — but 
perhaps not essential. 

Soccer could take a look at. what 
happens in other sports as far as the 
national coach is concerned. Rugby 
League does not have a full-time man 
and neither does Rugby Union. Cricket 
is a very important sport in Australia but 
has no need of a full-time national 
coach. Or even a part-time coach. 

We can forget that strange sport of 
Australian Rules because, of course, it 
has no national team at all ! 

Ever since 1974, after Australia re- 
turned from the World Cup in West 
Germany, the ASF has made its nation- 
al coaching job a full-time occupation. 
That’s fine in theory but It certainly has 
not produced results. 

Indeed Joe Viasits, who coached the 
Socceroos in the late 1960’s, and was 
paid “peanuts” for doing it, was more 
succesful with the Australian squad 
than the highly-paid Rudi Gutendorf. 
There could be a moral in that story. 


Congratulat eons from team mates Paul Carter and Berti Mariani for John Bradley 
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ONE of Australia’s top referees, Bob Mee, has retired premature- 
ly — bitterly critical at the lack of recognition for Canberra-based 
referees and what he described as “absurb recent rule 
changes.” reports STEVE BURNS 


Mee, 44, has been re- 
fereeing for more than 20 
years in the United King- 
dom and Australia. 

He has refereed some 
50 National League 
games and two full inter- 
nationals and last year 
proved his extraordinary 
fitness by winning the 
world veteran’s five 
kilometre walk at Christ- 
church, New Zealand. 


He is generally re- 
pared as the fittest re- 
eree in Australia. 


“But referees in Can- 
berra are generally ig- 
nored for the big games,” 
Mee said. 

He is the second Can- 
berra-based referee to res- 
ign in recent months. The 
other was Ken Allen who 
also refereed in the NSL. 


“I think the last straw 
was when an interstate 
referee was in Canberra 
on holiday recently and 
was given the Preston v 
Canberra Arrows home 
game,” Mee said. 

“I don’t for one moment 
criticise the referee — 
just the way his offer was 
immediately accepted 
when no alternative in- 
terstate appointment was 
offered to the Canberra 
Teferee who was allocated 
that game.”

CROSSES 


THE system of three points for a win and one for a draw 
introduced this year in the NSL seems to have been a 
total failure. 

This new system was brought in hoping teams would 
adopt a more attacking game and therefore produce a 
glut of goals. 

Sadly this has not been the case, and instead of the 
increase expected, we have in fact had a drop compared 
to 1982. 

After 20 rounds played in 1982, a total of 475 goals 
were scored. This year after 20 games, only 435 goals 
were scored — so it seems the new system has worked 
in the opposite direction! 

Why hasn’t it worked? Well points have always been 
precious; now they are even more precious. So when 
teams get their noses in front nowadays, many fall back 
into a defensive shell in the hope of capturing those 
precious three points. 

The new system is making teams more defensive 
than ever, especially away from home where points are 
always harder to get. 

Look at our leading goalscorers list too and you'll see 
that after 23 games the top marksmen hit the back of 
the net only 11 times. 

Again, this points to games being ultra-defensive and 
forwards being tightly marked. Last season a total of 
701 goals were scored in the PSL, but the way things 
are going, the 1983 total will be far short of that figure. 


Once again this year the playing surface of many 
NSL clubs is shocking. I have said before that it is a 


must for every club to keep its playing pitch up to 
standard as players cannot be sxpertee to produce the 
sort of football the public de: on cow paddocks. 

Let’s face it, there are several of these paddocks 
around at the moment and the NSL must must adopt a 
policy to ensure that every club keeps its pitch up to 
reasonable standard.
